Why the Germans H«t« the Entjllsh. 
?ew York Sun. 
How does it happen that Englishmen, 
who are blood relations of Germans, and 
or upwarra of a hundred years have never 
ought, with Germans, eicept when the 
atter were unwilling servants of Napol 
eon, are today more detested in Germany 
ban they are in Russia, or even in France? 
What is the cause of tbe Anglophobia 
which at present exists in Germany? 
An attempt to answer the question is 
made in the current number of the Con- 
emporary Review. 


A bout the fact there is no doubt what- 


ever. The admiration and the liking for 
England which were formerly exhibited in 
Germany have almost 
entirely passed 


iway. Even Hamburg, in which formerly 
;be "cult" of England was a popular 
'eature, and about which there was an 
English atmosphere, is now as Anglophobe 
as Dresden. 
Where some regard for Eng- 


and is still evinced, as, for instance, in 
rich Jewish circles, in young ladies' acad- 
emies, and among some of the women in 
good society, it is no longer described as 


love," but 
denounced as a "mania." 


[f a German likes the French or Russians, 


is termed a Francophil or a Russophil 


if he likes the English, he is branded as 
an Anglomaniac. The neologism "Eng 
landerei" is a term of reproach; it con 
•eye tbe 
contempt which 
we should 


express, if we spoke of a "Gormanite. 
Among the Junker aristocracy, it is the 
men; among the middle-class it is the 
women, who foster Anglophobia. In every 
middle class family the women are for the 
Boers, 
The children play at "Boers,' 


and in their play the English are alwayi 
worsted. In a word, the virus of Anglo 
phobia permeates the German nation. 
In 


the grofessor's chair, in the pulpit, in the 
mess-room, in the canteen, in the drawing 
room, in the farm house, in the proletari 
at's garret, the dislike of England is in 
cessently encountered. 


Anglophobia in Germany, indeed, is ol 


older iate than the Boer war. The fac 
rankles that the English sympathized witl 
the Danes in 1864, and with tbe French in 
1870. 
Bismarck's biographer, Buscb, tell 


us that the Chancellor fostered Anglo- 
phobia as a lever against English influenc 
at Court of Berlin, and that, as long ago 
as 1884, be instigated Busch to write news 
paper articles inciting Europe to help th 
Boers against England. 
Then , again 


white Germans have become commercia 
rivals and colonial rivals of Englishmen 
the tremendous advance that the latte 
have secured excites the envy that breed 
hatred. Even the manners of English 
meu are odious to Germans, who carry 
forms and conventionalities to an ex 
treme. The Englishman's self-reliance 
self-complacency and aggressive person 
ality are intolerable to the German, wh 
is sensitive and punctilious. 


Tbe writer of tbe Contemporary admit 


that, while the German's dislike of Rng 
land is of older date than the Boer war, i 
has been greatly aggravated by that con 
test. 
He acknowledges that England' 


policy in South Africa has cost her a nun 
ber of true German friends, men of old 
fashioned type, who, while watching tb 
rise of their own country with mingled aw 
and pride, looked to England as the mun 
imentof chartered liberty. 
Even these 


men have now become estranged. Thei 
opinions on the war in South Africa ar 
the opinions of the whole of Oontinenta 
Europe, and of the "pro-Boers" in Eng 
land itself. The fact that England has n 
longer any influential friends in Germany 
and that Anglophobia there has becom 
deep-rooted as well as wide spread 
recognized as a disquieting fact. If there 
is as yet no danger in the fact, it is be- 
cause Germany is not ready, nor can b 
ready lor some decades, to challenge Eng 
land on the ocean. But that, at som 
future time and nnder 
certain con 


tingenoies, the hostility with which Eng 
lishmen are looked upon in Germany ma 
have unpleasant consequences will scarce- 
ly be denied by those who.believe with Vo 
Moltke that the causes of war are no 
longer the ambitions of Princes, but th 
feelings of peoples.

Mortality Rate In the United States. 


Tho statistics recently published by the 


C< nsus Bureau of this country with regard 
to the deajh-rates are 
of exceptional 


interest, and are of a nature to give rise 
to hopeful views regarding the checking 
of the spread of disease, and perhaps even 
tho extinqtion of Home maladies, says the 
M"diccnl Record,. 


The mortality rates given in the bulletin 


nrti those for 18<IO and 1900, and the com- 
luuison between the death list of these 
periods shows conclusively that the efforts 
made by hygienists to lengthen the lives 
of American citizens have been attended 
with complete success. 


The statement is made that the pro- 


portion 
of 
deaths to population has 


d« creased within the dates mentioned by 
m arlj 10 per cent, and that the average 
age at death of an American is now 38.2 
years, as compared with 31. L in 1890. 
This, of course, is magnificent showing, 
and the only drawback to the picture is 
that the bettered conditions of living 
apply only to the larger cities. 
Tho 


country districts exhibit according to the 
bulletin no such relative improvement. 


Tho most striking feature of the reports 


is the great reduction in tlie death rate 
from tuberculosis, which has fallen from 
24">.4 per 10,000 persons in 1890 to 190,5 
per 10,000 in 1900, a gratifying proof of tho 
efficacy of modern sanitation, and of tho 
means now employed in fighting the di- 
sease. Diptheria, cholera infnntum, bron- 
chitis, diarrhoea, and typhoid fever, also, 
for the same reasons, claim far fewer 
victims at the present time than in 1890, 
tho decreased mortality from these causes 
having been substantial and progressively 
steady. 


On the other hand, pneumonia, as a 


factor in the death rate, occupies a more 
prominent position, there having been 
191.1 per 10,000 deaths in 1900, and 186.9 
per 10,000 in 1890. The cause of this 
increase in tho occurrence of pneumonia 
hos been on many occasions given in the 
R( cord and in other medical journals as 
undoubtedly due to influenza. 
This in- 


sitluous malady has made rapid progress 
since 1890. 
In that year, the deaths 


directly attributed to it were, the census 
bulletin states, 6.2 per 10,000, while in 
1900 the number was 23.9 per 10,000. 
The fact must also be taken into consid- 
eration that influenza peculiarly predis- 
poses its victims to other diseases, notably 
to pneumonia, by rendering the system 
susceptible in high degree to the ingress 
of disease germs. 


Pneumonia as a sequel to influenza is 


alho a most fertile cause of death, the 
vitality of the patient when seized being 
at low ebb, and recuperative powers well- 
ni«h used up by the drain put upon them 
by the former affection. 


Cancer, again, has been conspicuously 


on the increase during the past ten years, 
as have kidney complaints, heart affection, 
and apoplexy. The activity of scientific 
mi n in different parts of the world, who 
an engaged in the investigation of the 
origin and cause of cancer, give rise to 
thii hope that some 
of it* 
unknown 


features may soon be definitely solved, and 
that, as a consequence, its treatment may 
be conducted upon more intelligent pre- 
ventive and curative principles. 


The bulletin of the United 
States 


Census Bureau is a most satisfactory 
document, and the tale it tells is a 
feather in the cap of our city boards of 
health, and of our municipal reformers 
generally. 
There is yet, however, room 


foi much improvement in the sanitary 
condition* of the large cities of America, 
particularly in the direction of whole- 
some dwellings (or the poor.

nnd Doron Green. The treasurer reported 
having received $21,50 for tuition from 
non-residents,$12j.OO from delinquent tax 
collector, Fred I. Kraft and $100.77 from 
county treasurer, for dog tax for year of 
1001. He also reported that all orders 
drawn tit last meeting had been paid and 
that ho had cancelled a thousand dollai 
bond as instructed at a previous meeting. 
Miss Li/,/.io TomlinBon a teacher in Gram- 
mar B department No. 2 Wood street, 
presented nor roaignation, giving as her 
reason, the feebleness of her mother, who 
required her constant care and attention. 
Miss Tomlinson is one of 
the most 


efficient and satisfactory teachers in the 
Hchools and her resignation came to the 
board as a complete surprise. 
After ap 


earnest discussion of thu matter, during 
which many kind expressions of appieci- 
ation of her faithful work during her long 
term of service in the schools were made, 
it was unanimously decided not to accept 
the resignation at present, but to grant 
Miss Xouilinson n leave of absence until 
the end of the school year. The Super- 
intendent, Louise D. Bnggs, was instruct- 
ed to secure a substitute teacher and re- 
port regarding the matter 
at the next 


meeting of the board. 
The superinten- 


dent's and janitor's salaries for month of 
January nnd the teachers salaries for school 
month ending Februaiy 4.

The Superintendent also reported that

scholars who hud passed n successful es- 
aininnUuu would not sutler thereby. The 
boa id instructed the Superintendent to 
ciuefully consider the matter and submit 
to the board a plan to relieve existing 
conditions.

The Superintendent promptly raised the 
guide in each of the schools to correspond 
with tho lowest class in the next higher 
grade, BO that the scholar worthy of pro- 
motionwill not suffer on account of the 
congested condition. 
Before the next 


semi-annual promotion takes place, the 
present unsatisfactory condition will un- 
duobtedly be overcome and the scholars 
descrying promotion at this examination, 
will, if found qualified, skip the lowest 
class in the next department above, into 
which they will enter. 
In endeavoring to 


Boho the problem the Directors will be 
obliged to exercise the keenest foresight 
and wisdom. If it should be decided to 
decrease the numbers of classes in each of 
the under grades and make promotions but 
once a year, then it is probable that new 
scholars in the primary grades could be 
admitted but once a year. It would be 
impracticable and 
highly improper to 


make promotions in the higher grades 
oftoner than* once a year. 
A plan has 


been suggested and is being considered, 
which calls for the opening of a new room 
at the Bath street school, which shall be 
kno-»n as Grammar B department, No. 1, 
and which will rank with Grammar B de- 
partment in the high school building, in 
which the overcrowded condition now 
exists. 
Although the present condition 


is unpleasant, it is to be hoped that 
parents will be patient. 
The Gazette 


feels safe in saying that the Directors as 
well as the Superintendent will meet the 
situation as they have done those in the 
past, and that in a very short time exist- 
ing conditions will be overcome and not a 
scholar suffer by the inconvenience.

"THEATRICAL STEELYARDS." 


Interodns Relic* of David Onri-lclt 


In the Harvard Library. 


That the proverb, "There's nothing new 


under the sun," applies to the theater, like 
everything else, is shown by two old car- 
toons that form part of a collection of 
over 200 prints illustrating the life of the 
great English actor David Garrick which 
may be seen in the Harvard library. One 
of the cartoons is called "The Theatrical 
Steelyards of 1750" and signalizes the 
success of pantomime at Garrick's Drury 
Lane theater after an unsuccessful period 
of more seriously written plays—the never 
ending struggle, that Is, between the "le- 
gitimate" drama, so called, and the theat- 
rical performance frankly intended to kill 
time as amusingly ns possible. The other 
reproaches Garrlck's desertion of the "le- 
gitimate" for spectacular performances in 
which, even in Ilia eighteenth century, 
strange ns it may seem to those who Im- 
agine trick scenery nnd spectacular ef- 
fects to be a production of modern times, 
costumes and stage carpentry were of 
more importance than dramatic art. 


In "The Theatrical Steelyards," or bal- 


ances, Gnrrick is depicted ns weighing 
down his contemporary rivals, who are 
vainly striving to pull down one arm of 
the balance while Garrick sits trium- 
phantly on the other, and Harlequin 
dances gleefully in the foreground. The 
artist is evidently in sympathy with the 
actor's success. In the other cartoon, 
bow ever, tho artist is in n different mood 
and leprcsents the great actor as turning 
from the muses of Tiagedy and Comedy 
to enihiace tbc friendship of mechanics 
nnil costuniers. one of whom bears the 
significant 
placard, "Processions For- 


ever." Roscius, the great Roman actor, 
was the popular name for Garrick, aud 
the cartoon is labeled: 


Biliold the Miinei Hosdus sue In vain. 
Taylois Mid Carpenters usurp tlu'ir reign. 


The same picture, vutli the name of al- 


mo«t any modern actor substituted for 
Rosoius, could be readily used to illus- 
trate the up9 and downs of modern stage 
history.

oil of the onion. It is identical with the 
malodorant principle found in asafetida, 
which is almost the symbol of all smells 
that nre nasty. 


The horseradish, so much liked with 


roast beeC for its keen and biting proper- 
ty, aud Ihc ordinary mustard of our 
tables both owe their strongly stimulative 
properties to this same sulphuret of al- 
lyle, which gives them heat and acridity, 
but not an offensive smell, owing to the 
different arrangements of the atoms of 
their volatile oils. 
_ 


This brings us to a most curious fact in 


nature that most strangely yet most cer- 
tainly constructs all vegetable oils in ex- 
actly the same way—composes them all. 
whether they are the aromatic essences 
of cloves, oranges, lemons, cinnamon, 
etc., of exactly the same proportions, 
which are 88% of carbon to 11% of hy- 
drogen—and obtains nil the vast seeming 
diversities that our nostrils detect In their 
scent simply by a different arrangement 
of the atoms in each vegetable oil.—Ru- 
ral California!!.
